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59 (4)  In giving a grant, the department shall consider the effectiveness of a project in

60 preventing:

61 (a)  first, the risk to public safety and health from:

62 (i)  air pollution;

65 (iv)  increasing encroachment of an invasive species;

66 (b)  second, damage to the environment, including:
